files and to keep a record of changes that includes information indicative of i) what 
changes re made to the selected file, ii) who makes the changes to the selected file, 
and iii) when the changes were made to the selected file; and a coherency manager 
module configured to track i) a version of the selected file; and ii) a relationship of the 
selected file, to another of the electronic files, based on metadata associated with the 
selected file" as recited in independent claim 1 . 

The remaining claims, 2-32 and 34-70, are dependent claims, thus these claims 
are patently distinct over the art of record for at least the above reasons.
